\Vc reached Fort 
Berlhold at 2 r. .m., four hours from

as po.ssible for mutual protection against 
their common enemy, the Siouv. 
Most 
of (heir lodges are built in a circular 
form, of logs, thatched with willows and 
plastered over w'ith mud, some of them 
40 or 50 feet in diainater and 16 to 20 
feel high in the centre. 
Each one of 
these contains a family, and what live 
stock they possess is corralled inside at 
night. 
The bucks lay around camp dur­ 
ing the day and gather together in a large 
lodge called the Medicine Lodge at nighr 
where they howl and dance until afteo 
raid-night, while the .squaws go out intn 
the* field.? during the day and work ie 
their g.trdens. 
At the present timt 
they are at work packing in squashes 
and drying them for winter. 
Most of 
the Indians are now living on corn 
and what little game they can get. 
Their gardens look finely, what were 
not destroyed by the June Hood. 
They 
have about 1,0Q0 acres unílcrxuUi vation, 
600 to corn and 400 to squa.shes pota­ 
toes and beans. 
The Agency farmer, 
Mr, W. A. Plummer has 90 acres of 
.splendid wheat, already harvested which 
averages over 2.5 bushels to the acre, 
and 45 acres of oats which average 
about .50 bushels to the acre; a -30 acre 
cornfield which is hard to beat any­ 
where, 20 aore.s of potatoes, three hills 
of which weighed 33 lbs. ami 5 acres of 
turnips, beets, cabnges Ac., lic.side sev­ 
eral acres of pea.s. 
We-were surprised 
to find .such a fine field of corn, as we 
were laboring under the same delu­ 
sions that many others are, that corn 
could not be successfully cidtivated in 
so high a latitude, but wo never saw a 
a nicer looking field anywhere, 
than 
this 30 acre.?. 
If corn can bo suc­ 
cessfully cultivated so far north of Bis­ 
marck. what is to prevent the country 
along the line of the .Northern Pacific 
near ns settling up rap:d!y, lor we h.ave 
le.ss snow than in the Red .River valley, 
and the temperature the pa.st winter 
averaged 14'’ warmer than at .Moorhead 
and Oak Lake, Minn. 
The wheat rais­ 
ed at the Agency is manufactured into 
flour in a steam mill run Mr. Brad­ 
ford, on the premises 
and 
fencing 
material gotten out in a saw mill at­ 
tacked to the flour mill though the lum­ 
ber has to be brought down from twen­ 
ty or more miles up tlie river. 
There 
being no wood or lumber near Berthold 
or Stevenson. 
They u.se co.al mostly for 
(uel. and dig it out of the hills near by. 
There are eighteen white men at the 
Agency, 
two 
whitv* 
women 
two 
children but no soldier.s. 
The Indians ubder MaJ. Tappen’s care, 
seem contented and well behaved—but it 
is a .sbatne .ttid a disgrace for the U. S. , 
Gov’t, to support such .a lazy lot of dev­ 
ils as these are in idlencs.s.
